The ^10,000 damage suit of W. T.

took the case. The decision was 
unanimous. The speeches were 
made in the case Saturday, the Court 
allowing three hours to each side. 

City Attorney W. H. Sonthall 
spoke first for the city, occupying 45 
minutes in a clear-cut argument, 
ably and forcibly pr es en ted. He 
was followed by John C. Duffy one 
hour, who discussed the law and in- 
structions and reviewed the weak- 
ness of tbe evidence for the plaintiff 
in a most convincing manner. 

Mr. S. Y. Trimble spoke an hour 
and a half for tbe plaintiff, tbe bur- 
den of his argument seeking to show 
a neglect o| the city authorities in 
not maintaining an 'nit quate force 
at all times to prevent the raid that 
finally came after a year of false 
alarna. He made the beet of a 
weak case. Judge C. H. Bush closed 
for the city in a strong review of the 
evidenee of the 16 witneasst lor the 
city and in attacking the testimony 
of about tbe rame number who testi- 
fied that the rumors of danger were 
ample notice and that a successful 
resistance cm\A have been made by 
a posse of armed citizens if they had 
been kept on duty by the Mayor. 

The case for the plaintitT was 
closed by Judge Breathitt who spoke 
about an hour urging that the city 
should be made to reimburse Mr. 
Tandy. 

Tbe court dismissed the jury un- 
til Monday morning and they made 
quick work of the case after it went 
to them. Aahnllarcase of W. T. 
Cooper goes over and wiU hardly ha 
prosecuted further.

When skinned, put 
In a dripping pan In the oven, pour 
over a teacup of vinegar and one of 
hot water. In which dtssolTe a tea- 
spoon of mustard. Hake slowly, biist- 
ing with the liquid, for two hours.

Take two toothpicks and 
run throogh egg slantwiae so they cross 
eaoh other la eeater. They can be re- 
moved by the one who Is to partake 
of the atuffed eggs. These can be 
varied by mincing 2 Hardlm^s very fine 
and adding to mixture before stufflnjr 
the egg. 



Boiled Rice. 
First wash the rice In cold water. 
Then place rice in a medium sised 
stewpan with the water two Inches 
above the rice. This (luantity of wa- 
ter must remain the same during the 
boiling. As soon as the water bolls 
the heat must be lowered. Boil slow- 
ly (or half an hour. The stewpan cov- 
er muat he kept on the rice and not 
lifted during the boiling. That is the 
secret of Chinese success in rice boil- 
ing. It must not be stirred. It will 
then come out snowy white and every 
grain will be whole.
